It  has  been  a  good  year.  To  supplement  our  own  collection  of  about 
4,000  volumes,  we  were  visited  three  times  by  the  N.H.  State  Library 
Bookmobile.  We  borrowed  a  total  of  1 ,728  items  from  them. 

159  special  requests  from  our  patrons  were  filled  either  by  the  N.H. 
State  Library  or  by  other  libraries  within  the  state.  We  are  extremely 
grateful  for  the  extended  services  that  the  State  Library  allows  us  to 
offer  using  their  resources,  films,  large  print  books  and  extended  ref- 
erence services.  We  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  two  ten  week  courses 
offered  by  the  State  Library  at  UNH  for  public  librarians. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  O'Neill  ran  two  ten  week  sessions  of  our  popular 
Story  Hour  to  the  delight  of  many  four  and  five  year  old  children.  The 
town  benefits  in  service  from  the  professional  attitudes  of  both  Mary 
Ellen  and  Cathy  Pinard  who  give  and  give. 

Library  personnel  and  volunteers  ran  a  successful  six  week  Summer 
Reading  Program.  Our  pysanki  and  bread  dough  art  classes  were  en- 
joyed by  many,  as  was  the  Wood  Stove  Workshop  and  the  evening 
Christmas  story  hour. 

The  downstairs  room  is  now  used  daily  by  various  town  groups  and 
the  Derry  Visiting  Nurses  and  other  groups  occasionally  use  the  main 
library  room  as  a  meeting  place.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  26  calls  for  assistance,  most 
were  minor,  resulting  with  httle  or  no  damage. 

Some  of  these  minor  problems  were  wood  stove  related.  Wood 
stoves  can  be  useful  if  installed  and  operated  properly,  but  also  be  fatal 
when  the  installation  is  not  employing  the  recommended  procedures. 
Anyone  that  is  now  using  or  planning  to  use  wood  as  a  heat  source, 
and  has  Httle  or  no  knowledge  of  using  wood,  should  obtain  instruction 
from  rehab le  sources,  a  good  source  would  be  the  Extension  Service. 

Before  using  wood  stoves  the  chimney  should  be  cleaned,  and  the 
flue  checked  for  safe  useage.  This  rule  appHes  to  chimneys  that  are  in 
use,  at  least  once  a  year. 

The  oxygen  removed  from  the  police  car,  and  put  back  in  the  rescue 
van,  was  done  because  there  were  no  trained  police  personnel.  This 
equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Fire  Department  to  be  used  by  licen- 
sed Fire  and  Police  personnel.  This  condition  was  part  of  the  1972 
warrant  article . 

A  reminder  to  the  newer  residents  that  the  Fire  Department  is 
a  Volunteer  Department;  this  means  day  time  hours  we  are  limited  to 
the  available  number  of  men  to  respond  to  fire  —  so  please 
be  careful. 

Again  I  would  like  to  thank  all  that  have  made  this  a  working 
Department.

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  but  successful  one.  Cleaning  up  after 
the  '78  blizzard,  and  the  building  of  the  new  bridge  on  PhiUips  Road, 
have  been  the  main  projects.  Also,  patching  and  resealing  of  North 
Road,  and  part  of  Fremont  and  Odell  Roads.  Weekly  maintenance  of 
the  town  dump,  plus  the  addition  of  several  new  town  roads,  overseeing 
the  new  "Speedy"  Program  for  the  town  youth  this  past  summer,  and 
repairing,  welding  and  maintaining  old  worn  out  equipment  has  been 
another  time  user  and  expense.

SANDOWN  RESCUE  SQUAD 


Since  Jan.  1, 1978  the  Rescue  Squad  has  responded  to  62  emergency 
medical  calls,  13  fire  calls,  and  1  mutual  aid  call.  The  more  aware  the 
residents  are  of  our  services  the  more  calls  we  have  been  receiving. 

The  present  active  membership  consists  of  11  Nationally  Registered 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  4  Certified  Advanced  First  Aider, 
bringing  the  total  to  15.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created 
a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized 
as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent 
and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1 ,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppres- 
sion costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
estabUshed  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by 
local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires, 
to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from 
your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  NEW  CENTRAL 
FIRE/POLICE  STATION  REPORT 


The  Finance  Committee  for  the  new  Central  Fire/PoUce  Station  was 
appointed  by  Selectmen  in  April  of  1978.  The  purpose  of  this 
Committee  was  to  look  into  the  best  way  to  finance  the  proposed  fire 
and  police  station. 

The  Committee's  first  concern  was  to  check  with  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  see  what  additional  space  would  be  needed  in  a  central  station, 
as  the  original  plans  called  for  a  Fire  Station  only  with  a  future  addition 
of  the  Police  Station.  Because  of  the  remodeling  of  the  railroad  depot 
and  the  housing  of  the  Police  there,  it  was  felt  by  the  Police  Chief  and 
this  Committee  that  we  should  concentrate  on  the  original  proposed 
Central  Fire  Station  with  a  Police  addition  possible  in  a  few  years. 

Much  time  and  effort  has  been  put  into  seeking  State,  Federal,  or 
other  avenues  of  financing  for  a  Central  Fire  Station.  I  am  sorry  to 
report  that  this  Committee  found  no  such  funds  available. 

The  Committee  met  on  several  occasions  with  a  contractor,  an  archi- 
tect, and  a  representative  of  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank 
to  try  and  come  up  with  a  workable  plan  of  financing  the  new  station. 

With  a  lot  of  help  from  John  Daley,  the  architect,  and  Skip  Barrett 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Bond  Bank,  the  Committee  reported  their  find- 
ings to  the  Selectmen  in  October  of  1978  as  specified  at  the  town 
meeting  in  March  of  1978.  A  public  meeting  was  held  on  January,  1979 
to  make  our  findings  public. 

This  Committee  feels  we  have  proposed  a  financing  plan  that  is  rea- 
sonable for  the  taxpayers  and  will  provide  suitable  housing  for  the  Fire 
Department  on  a  long  term  basis. 

I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  involved  with  this  Committee  and 
our  efforts  over  the  past  ten  months.

In  order  that  I  may  serve  the  residences  of  Sandown  more  effectively 
I  have  been  attending  Animal  Control  Officers  seminars  in  Stratham.  At 
the  time  I  took  this  position  1  knew  nothing  of  the  requirements  or  re- 
sponsibilities. I'm  learning! 

1  feel  the  town  report  is  the  proper  place  to  let  the  townspeople 
know  what  is  required  of  you  as  an  animal  owner,  and  what  I  am  ex- 
pected to  enforce  as  your  dog  constable.  These  laws  apply  to  everyone 
equally,  and  there  is  a  good  reason  why  they  have  been  implemented. 
There  are  not  enough  pages  in  this  town  report  to  explain  all  the  whys 
and  wherefores,  so  I'll  list  a  few  of  the  most  pertinent  ones  without  get- 
ting too  windy  about  the  whole  business. 

1.  All  dogs  3  mos.  old  and  older  must  be  licensed  by  May  1st.  (It  is 
required  to  prove  the  dogs  had  a  rabie  shot).  The  fees  are:  neutered 
males  and  spayed  females  $3.50  —  males  $6.00  —  females  $6.50.  All 
dogs  not  licensed  after  June  1st  are  subject  to  a  warrant  sworn  out  by 
the  Selectmen  to  be  signed  by  the  dog  constable  and  could  lead  to  the 
owner  having  to  go  to  court. 
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Note:  (Because  your  dog  lives  in  an  enclosed  kennel,  or  in  the  middle 
of  a  100  acre  lot  does  not  exempt  it  from  the  Ucense  laws). 

2.  If  your  dog  causes  any  property  damage  or  physical  harm  to 
someone,  or  causes  an  accident  because  it's  running  loose,  you  are  re- 
sponsible for  all  costs  and  charges.  This  town  has  a  24  hour  leash  law 
which  is  preempted  by  state  law  RSA  466-30  "Dog  Control  Law." 

3.  Dogs  running  loose  and  picked  up  by  the  police  or  dog  constable  are 
subject  to  a  $20.00  fine.  If  you  lose  "poochie"  because  it  got  loose  or 
ran  out  of  the  house,  call  me  and  report  him  or  her  missing.  Chances 
are,  if  someone  finds  it  and  calls  me,  I'll  call  you  and  you  pick  your 
own  dog  up.  (There  are  limits  to  this  courtesy  service  too.) 

4.  If  you  are  keeping  an  animal  in  a  cruel,  or  abusive  manner,  and  it  is 
reported  to  me  —  watch  out  —  that's  part  of  my  job  too.  Besides 
attending  to  the  townfolks  needs,  I  also  have  an  obligation  to  the 
"critters"  in  town. 

There  are  39  pages  of  RSA's  to  learn  and  use  as  a  tool  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  my  duties,  and  in  order  to  better  serve  you  and  my  respon- 
sibilities, they  will  be  used.

Annual  Report  for  1978 

Fiscal  Year  1977-78  saw  a  major  turning  point  in  the  history  of  the 
Mental  Health  Center  for  Southern  New  Hampshire.  In  May  1978,  after 
months  of  planning  and  application  to  the  National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  a  Federal  Grant  was  secured  to  expand  services  beyond  the  out- 
patient facilities  in  Salem  and  Hampstead.  The  Derry  and  Hampstead 
offices  and  the  Salem  Clinic  staff  was  expanded  to  meet  the  growing  de- 
mand for  screening,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  individuals  and 
families.  The  Center  plans  to  work  closely  with  schools,  town  institu- 
tions and  service  agencies,  not  only  in  case  work  but  also  in  education, 
toward  early  detection  and  prevention.  The  newly  established 
Community  Services  and  Education  Department  offers  supporting  ser- 
vices to  clients,  lectures  and  seminars,  radio  and  television  programs, 
and  resource  material  on  mental  health  issues  and  problems  of  daily 
living. 

The  Center  continues  to  provide  locaHzed  inpatient  services  and 
care,  through  working  agreements  with  hospitals  in  Derry  and  Hamp- 
stead. To  expand  Sustaining  Care  to  serve  a  wider  range  of  citizens.  Day 
Treatment  and  Elders  Services  have  been  developed.  Special  programs 
for  children  and  the  treatment  of  alcoholism  are  being  planned  for  the 
near  future.  A  new  24-hour  Emergency  Service,  available  by  calling 
432-2253,  has  been  operating  since  August  1978.  All  services  and  pro- 
grams are  planned  and  administered  to  be  as  comprehensive  as  possible, 
while  being  responsive  to  the  particular  needs  of  the  client  and  the  com- 
munity. 

In  fiscal  Year  1977-78,  21  clients  from  Sandown  were  seen,  with 
96.5  hours  spent  in  outpatient,  screening,  and  identification  services 
as  well  as  long  term  services.  During  the  latter  half  of  1978,  the  Cen- 
ter's expanded  program  was  able  to  accommodate  more  clients, 
resulting  in  10  active  cases  as  of  December  1,  1978.  In  that  same  time 
period,  76.5  hours  were  spent  in  direct  outpatient  services,  and  10  con- 
tacts were  made  with  Emergency  Services.  The  Mental  Health  Center 
for  Southern  New  Hampshire  recognizes  its  continuing  responsibility  to 
provide  this  community  with  the  most  comprehensive  mental  health 
care  available.

1978  REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  SANDOWN 
(FOR  PERIOD  OF  7/1/77  -  6/30/78) 

In  January,  1978,  another  medicare  certified,  professional  home 
health  service  was  made  available  to  Sandown  residents  as  well  as  to  the 
residents  of  the  other  five  towns  which  we  serve.  This  is  the  service  of 
Occupational  Therapy.  It  is  available  upon  the  orders  of  an  individual's 
personal  physician,  and  is  especially  helpful  for  conditions  such  as 
stroke,  arthritis,  problems  with  eye/hand  coordination,  situations  when 
energy  conservation  is  important  or  where  household  routines  need  to 
be  adapted  to  wheelchairs,  as  well  as  in  other  situations.  The  Occupa- 
tional Therapy  can  be  an  important  additional  component  in  a  well- 
rounded,  complete  home  health  rehabiUtation  program,  whether  the 
need  is  for  a  single  evaluation  visit  or  for  ongoing  visits.  As  for  all  other 
home  health  benefits  in  the  medicare  program,  other  requirements  must 
also  be  met  to  assure  medicare  payment.  However  this  service,  as  well 
as  our  other  home  health  services  of  nursing,  physical  therapy,  and 
home  health  aid,  is  available  as  needed  and  requested  by  the  patient, 
and  as  ordered  by  the  physician,  regardless  of  abiHty  to  pay.  For  all  our 
home  health  services,  if  there  is  no  medicare,  medicaid  or  insurance 
payment  available  the  fee  is  discussed  with  the  patient  and  family  on 
the  first  visit  and  can  be  adjusted  according  to  income.  The  appro- 
priation from  the  town  is  allocated  to  make  up  the  difference  and  to 
make  it  possible  for  us  to  continue  to  give  care  "regardless  of  ability 
to  pay." 

In  addition  to  adding  Occupational  Therapy,  there  was  an  increase 
in  home  health  visits  in  some  other  areas  as  well  as  follows:

Services  other  than  home  visits  were  funded  by  the  town's 
appropriation  and  continued  to  be  offered.  These  included,  Blood  Pres- 
sure Screening,  Immunization  Clinics  available  the  first  Friday  morning 
of  every  "even"  month,  and  The  Expectant  Parent  Classes.  The 
Immunization  CHnics  are  now  at  the  West  Side  Community  Center  in 
Derry.  The  Expectant  Parent  Classes  have  been  increased  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row  so  that  now  there  are  four  series  per  year  consisting  of 
eight  classes  each.  They  are  fully  enrolled  each  series  and  we  are  able  to 
accept  only  mothers  who  are  in  the  last  trimester  (3  mos.)  of  preg- 
nancy at  the  time  of  the  series.  We  anticipate  that  additional  expansion 
may  be  needed  in  this  program.  Couples  are  finding  that  it  fills  a  real 
need  in  preparing  them  together  for  the  childbirth  experience. 

Inquiries  and/or  requests  for  any  of  our  services  may  be  made  by  a 
telephone  call  to  our  office.  The  call  can  come  from  the  patient 
himself /her  self,  the  family,  a  friend  or  the  physician.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  March  the  voters  of  the  town  selected  their  first  elected  Planning 
Board,  resulting  in  4  previous  members  and  3  new  members  being 
elected  to  fill  the  7  member  board. 

The  volume  of  plans  that  came  before  the  board  was  about  par  with 
previous  years,  however  with  the  enactment  of  sub-soil  zoning,  at  the 
last  town  meeting,  required  more  work  on  the  part  of  the  board  and 
particularly  on  the  part  of  the  town  engineer.  Through  sub -soil  zoning 
the  board  found  many  areas  where  the  minimum  lot  size  (160'  frontage 
X  40,000  sq.  ft.)  would  not  justify  a  septic  system  and  well,  resulting 
in  lots  with  greater  frontage  and  greater  sq.  footage. 

With  the  town  becoming  a  member  of  the  Southern  Rockingham 
District  Planning  Commission  it  has  resulted  in  an  asset  to  the  planning 
board,  particularly  in  soil  analysis  which  dictates  lot  size  per  sub -soil 
zoning.  The  board  has  used  this  tool  in  ahnost  every  sub-division  that 
has  come  before  us  this  past  year. 

Realizing  the  overdue  need  for  a  Master  Plan,  a  attitude  survey  com- 
mittee was  formed.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  board  and  the  committee 
that  constructive  information  can  be  gathered  over  the  next  year  which 
could  be  used  in  formulating  a  Master  Plan. 

The  planning  board  meets  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month.  We 
would  welcome  the  public  to  attend  at  these  meetings  as  well  as  our 
work  sessions.

SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL 


The  Selectmen  of  Sandown  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the 
Solid  Waste  Problem  in  the  Town;  the  findings  of  that  committee  are 
as  follows: 

The  Town  is  rapidly  running  out  of  time  and  space  in  the  present 
dump;  the  State  has  sent  a  letter  to  the  Selectmen,  which  gives  the 
Town  until  Oct.  1979  to  close  the  present  dump  area  —  due  to  lack  of 
below-ground  level  dumping  area  and  the  closeness  of  a  brook  which 
could  be  contaminated  by  leachate  from  the  present  dump. 

This  committee  at  first  attempted  to  find  a  new  area  in  which  to 
dispose  of  solid  waste,  but  due  to  soil  conditions  we  were  unable  to 
find  an  area  that  would  be  suitable  for  this  purpose;  any  land  would 
have  to  meet  standards  set  by  the  State  for  the  containment  of 
leachate,  and  this  would  be  very  expensive  for  us. 

We  investigated  the  setting  up  of  a  full  Transfer  Station,  and  the 
figures  that  we  obtained  showed  that  the  capital  investment  by  the 
Town  for  equipment  and  maintenance  of  this  equipment  would  run 
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into  many  thousands  of  dollars,  plus  the  need  for  a  building,  the  cost 
of  manpower,  electricity,  the  cost  of  hauling  the  compacted  waste  out 
of  town,  and  the  dumping  fee  to  the  Town  that  takes  this  waste  —  all 
made  this  plan  very  expensive. 

The  recommendation  of  this  Committee  are  that  we  go  to  a  door-to- 
door  pickup,  with  a  mini  Transfer  Station  at  the  site  of  the  present 
dump,  together  with  a  stump  dump  and  heavy  metal  disposal  site.  This 
will  provide  a  service  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  and  should  meet  our 
needs  for  disposal  of  Solid  Waste.  In  the  costs  of  this  method  would  be 
a  capital  investment  by  the  town  of  approximately  $10,000  for  the 
construction  of  a  small  Transfer  Station,  a  retaining  wall  with  an 
access  road  to  this  station  and  a  blacktop  area  for  the  placing  of  dump- 
sters.  All  manpower  used  would  be  provided  by  the  company  that  was 
chosen  by  the  Town  to  handle  the  pickup  of  rubbish  and  its  removal 
from  the  Town. 

It  is  recommended  by  this  Committee,  that  the  Town  enter  into  a 
contract  for  one  year  only,  as  other  plans  in  the  future  might  mean 
lower  costs  for  us. 

The  Committee  has  also  investigated  recycling  and  other  disposal 
methods,  but  these  require  sseveral  Towns  to  participate  and  none  of 
our  neighboring  Towns  seem  interested  at  this  time. 

The  fact  that  the  State  requires  us  to  change  our  method  of  disposal 
of  waste  -  plus  the  large  amount  that  is  budgeted  for  the  present  dump 
by  the  Town  this  year  -  makes  this  recommended  method  not  too  far 
out  of  line.
